Fire  Department  issues 
regulations  for 
Christmas  decorations 


The  Fire  Prevention 
Bureau,  through  the  office  of 
Fire  Chief  Harry  W. 
Schneider,  issues  the 
following  decoration 
regulations  for  the  Christmas 
season.  Such  rules  and 
regulations  are  in  accordance 
with  Rule  L,  Section  28, 
Chapter  148,  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
and  Board  of  Fire  Prevention 
Regulations  F.P.R.-20, 
Department  of  Public  Safety. 

These  regulations  apply  to 
public  buildings,  places  of 
assembly,  hotels,  family 
hotels,  stores,  public  or 
private  institutions,  public  or 
private  school  buildings, 
churches,  theaters,  special 
halls,  public  halls,  or 
miscellaneous  halls. 

1.  A  natural  tree  shall  not  be 


permitted.  Only  artificial 
flame  retardant  and  metallic 
trees  are  pemitted. 

2.  Artificial  trees  shall  be 
flame  proof  or  of  flame 
resistant  material.  Such  trees 
must  carry  a  UL  label  or  a 
label  from  a  nationally 
recognized  testing  laboratory 
indicating  that  such  trees  have 
been  tested  and  approved  for 
use. 

3.  Trees  shall  not  be  over 
seven  (7)  feet  in  height. 

4.  Trees  shall  not  be  placed 
near  any  exit,  stairway,  or 
elevtor  shaft.  All  means  of 
ingress  and  egress  from  the 
building  must  be  maintained 
free,  clear,  and  unobstructed 
at  all  times. 

5.  Trees  must  be  placed  away 
from  all  sources  of  heat. 

6.  A  spotlight  may  be  used  to 


light  up  the  tree,  providing  it 
is  kept  a  safe  distance  from  the 
tree. 

7.  Smoking  shall  not  be 
permitted  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
tree. 

8.  Electric  lights  are  not 
permitted  on- metallic  trees. 

9.  Electric  lights  will  be 
permitted  on  articicial  flame 
retardant  trees,  provided  that 
they  are  of  low  wattage. 

10.  All  light  strings  and 
extension  cords  must  be  in 
proper  condition  and  not 
frayed. 

11.  All  paper  streamers, 
cotton,  and  bunting,  and  all 
other  decorations  must  be  ol 
flame  retardant  material. 

12.  All  exits  shall  be  properly 
lighted.  Emergency  lights 
shall  be  provided  and  be  in 
proper  working  order.

Department,  the  jaws  of  life 
and  a  chain  saw  were  used  to 
extricate  the  victim.  They 
were  assisted  by  members  of 
the  Southwick  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment.  and  this  cooperation 
was  greatly  appreciated.

Postmasters  urge  proper  packaging  for  Christmas 


“Why  take  a  chance  of 
dampening  someone's 
holiday  spirit  by  sending 
poorly  wrapped  Christmas 
gifts  through  the  mail,"  ask 
Agawam  Postmaster  Robert 
Deforge  and  Feeding  Hills 
Postmaster  Joseph  Dahdah. 

According  to  the  town 
postmasters,  customers  can 
be  more  assured  that  their 
gifts  will  arrive  in  good 
condition  if  the  following 
packaging  tips  are  followed. 

A  single  item  in  a  package 
should  be  cushioned  with 
shredded  papers,  excelsior, 
compressed  tissue  paper, 
cloth,  or  expanded  plastic 
foam.  If  two  or  more  items  are 
in  the  same  carton, 
cushioning  material  should 
protect  items  from  contact 
with  each  other,  and  each  item 
should  have  its  own 
individual  inner  carton. 

Fiberboard  containers, 
including  large  soap,  cereal 
boxes,  etc.  larger  than  the  gift 
being  mailed,  should  be  cut 
down  to  about  the  size  of  the 
gift  to  minimize  shifting  of 
contents  in  transit.  However, 
breakable  items  should  have 
at  least  one  inch  of  clearance 
between  the  sides  of  the  boxes 
and  the  item  to  provide 
adequate  room  for  cushion¬ 
ing. 

Fiberboard  should  have 
“pound  test"  strength  of  at 
least  175.  This  is  usually 
shown  in  the  box  maker's 
certificate  on  the  bottom  of 
the  box. 

Fragile  articles  must  be 
individually  cushioned,  and 
all  four  sides  of  the  container 
should  be  padded  with 
cushioning  material. 

Tape  used  to  close  the 
containers  should  be 
reinforced  and  should  cover 
and  firmly  secure  ail  flaps. 

When  paper  must  be  used 
for  the  outer  wrapping,  it 
should  be  al  least  equal  in 
quality  and  strength  to  the 
kraft  stock  used  for  grocery 
bags.  However,  it  is  preferable 
that  paper  wrappings  be 


When  addressing  mail  to  a 
foreign  country,  be  sure  to 
spell  out  the  country’s  name  in 
full.  Do  not  abbreviate. 

Be  sure  to  put  only  one 
mailing  address  on  the  outside 
of  the  parcel.  Do  not  address 
more  than  one  side.

Each  package  should 
contain  the  name  and  address 
of  the  person  to  whom  it  is 
being  mailed  inside  the 
package  as  well  as  outside.  An 
address  contained  inside  is 
assurance  that  it  will  be 
received  promptly  even  if  the 
outside  address  should 
become  lost  or  obliterated. 

Be  sure  to  put  your  return 
address  on  the  package.

“With  the  Christma 
shopping  now  officially  upoi. 
us.  I  wish  to  further 
emphasize  that  many 
suggested  overseas  mailing 
dates,  including  the  U.S. 
Armed  Forces,  fall  due  before 
the  end  of  this  month,” 
Feeding  Hills  Postmaster 
Joseph  P.  Dahdah  said. 
“These  dates,  as  in  past  years, 
vary  according  to  the.different 
parts  of  the  world.  Specific 
information  may  be  obtained 
by  calling  the  Feeding  Hills 
Post  Office.  The  important 
thing  to  remember  is  to  do 
your  shopping  early  and  mail 
your  cards  and  parcels  early,” 
he  said. 

“In  addition  to  planning 
early  shopping."  Postmaster 
Dahdah  suggests,  “you 
should  take  the  necessary  time 
to  properly  prepare  your 
cards  and  gifts  for  mailing. 
Use  ZIP  Codes,  legibly  write 
your  own  ZIP-coded  address 
and  the  full  ZIP-coded 
address  of  the  recipient.” 

Dahdah  said,  “this  helps  in 
processing  your  mail  more 
rapidly  and  assists  in  making 
delivery  in  case  portions  of  the 
address  become  illegible,”  he 
said.  The  Post  Office  also 
recommends  proper  wrap¬ 
ping  of  gifts  to  be  mailed, 
including  use  of  strong 
packaging  materials.

This  time  of  year  we  see  a 
plant  called  a  Thanksgiving 
cactus  for  sale  at-plant  shops 
and  greenhouses.  It  is  in  full 
bloom,  covered  with  peach- 
colored,  mulit-petaled 
flowers.  You  might  also  see  a 
similar  plant  with  lavendar  or 
white  flowers  also  called  a 
Thanksgiving  cactus.  A  little 
later  on  this  month  or  early  in 
December,  you  can  find  yet 
another  similar  plant  with 
deep  fuchsia  red  flowers 
called  a  Christmas  cactus. 
None  of  these  plants  are  true 
cactus  and  need  care  different 
from  cactus. 

These  plants  are  succulents, 
although  they  are  truly 
relatives  of  the  very  first 
cactus  to  appear  on  the  face  of 
the  earth.  Their  origin  is 
Brazil,  for  the  most  part,  and 
they  all  make  very  good  house 
plants. 

Keep  them  moist  through¬ 
out  the  warm  spring  and 
summer  months  or  until  they 
|  are  brought  in  from  outdoors 


where  they  very  much  enjoy 
being  kept  in  warm  weather. 

Once  the  fall  arrives,  these 
plants  need  to  be  allowed  to 
dry  out  a  bit  and  also  they 
need  short  days  and  long 
nights  in  order  to  set  buds  in 
time  for  the  holidays.  These 
short  days  and  long  nights  can 
be  produced  by  putting  the 
plant  into  total  darkness, 
either  under  a  box  or  in  a 
closet  for  14  hours  a  night  or 
at  about  6  p.m.  every  night. 
Return  the  plant  to  the  light  at 
8  a.m.  the  next  morning.  Do 
this  until  the  buds  begin  to 
show  at  the  tips  of  the  leaves, 
and  your  plant  will  produce 
flowers  on  time.  Once  buds  do 
appear,  begin  to  keep  the  soil 
slightly  moist  and  keep  the 
plant  in  bright  light.
